sovereign this right of administration is 
exercised without restriction whatsoever, 
and therefore its right of levying duties 
and taxes is also subject to no limita- 
tion. “ ; 
*As.far as China is “concerned, ¢ver 

since she entcred into trade reletions with 

foreign countries, in no treaty,"of any 
sort is there to-ba found any provision 
which concedes to‘ foreigners living in or 
outside ‘the Settlements. in China an 
exemption from taxation. But, in recent 
years, when China commenced to: enforce 
her revenue laws, foreigners declined to 
perform their obligations on the pretext 
that they resided in the Settlement areas 
or that they had not received instructions 
from their governments.

“1, Phat whatever territorial author- 
ity is established shall” he. derived 
directly from the Imperial Government 
thtough our Ministers,

- yond simple municipal matters, roads, 
police and“taxes for municipal objects." 

The aforementioned two articles show 
that .«e Powers possess over the Shang- 
hei Settlement only an authority in purely 
municipal matters and arc competent to 
levy’ taxes only for municipal purpoges. 
ft is, therefore, quite. clear that. the 
national taxes are to be paid without 
exception by the residents of, the Settle- 
mentsy.whether they be Chinese or foreign 
citizens. Moreover, tho. paymbot of a 
land tax in respect of Jl landed property 
possessed, by’ foreigners in China proves 
sufficiently that foreigners ‘and »Chinese 
alike have to perform their fiscal duties 
towards the Chinese Government.
